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Editor Relives Tragedy Of Pearl Harbor

HONOLULU — Feb. 7 — (Delayed) — Today 
I sailed back into history for a four-hour on-the- 
spot refresher course on the “Day of Infamy’* 
when much of the U.S. -Navy was sunk or crip­ 
pled by the Japs. 


What started out as an exhilarating adventure 
aboard a catamaran, something of a modernized 
version of the ancient Polynesian twin-hulled 


sailing craft, ended up as a sobering experience. 
with the help of the imagination, recapture for 
Pearl Harbor is vast. You are impressed with 
the Navy facility — endless miles of shipyards, 
docks, piers, installations, and ships. 


“Impressed” is hardly the word for it, how­ 
ever, when you sail slowly by, pausing occasion­ 
ally, that area where 353 Japanese planes sowed 
bombs and armor-piercing shells on 88 ships — 
including eight battleships. 
You can and do, 


the moment a sense of historic tragedy. 


This relatively brief pilgrimage to Pearl Har­ 
bor followed as it was by a visit to the Punch­ 
bowl Memorial Cemetery of the Pacific over­ 
looking downtown Honolulu, where 14,000 U.S. war 
dead lie buried, was a fitting climax to a journey 
that, by Friday morning, will have carried me 
around the world. 


During some 30,000 miles of flying, I have visit­ 
ed important countries, cities and even villages 
in Asia and Southeast Asia. I have talked to many 
people including 
political, 
governmental 
and 
military officials. In a short course of five weeks, 
I have seen interesting things — from the de­ 
pressing tragedy of India’s half-starved masses, 
to the refreshing glory of Chiang Kai-shek’s dream 
of invading his homeland, Red China, and making

ard Sokolove, replying to accusa­ 
tions made by Leroy Evans, 
chairman of the township Republi­ 
can organization, today declared, 
“I don’t know what the county 
prothoootary has to do with the 
affairs of Bristol Township." 
Evans, who before being elect 
ed to his county post last Novem­ 
ber had served two years as a 
township commissioner from the 
fifth ward, had earlier assailed 
Sokolove for “breaking a verbal 
agreement" to keep partisan po­ 
litics out of the housing issue. 
Sokolove is a Democrat from the 
sixth ward. 
Executive Session 
Sokolove, and his four fellow 
Democrats on the township board 
of commissioners, last Friday an­ 
nounced that they would press 
for appointment of a committee 
to speed the township's participa­ 
tion in Bucks County’s redevelop­ 
ment program. Sokolove stated 
that the proposal would be pre­ 
sented to the board in executive 
session tomorrow. 


Sokolove charged Evans with 
“continuing to hold two offices— 
holding the office of prothoootary 
and at the same time hold control 
over the Republicans on the board 
of commissioners.'* 
Partisan Politics 
The Democratic commissioner 
went on to say that he knew of 
no agreement to keep partisan 
politics out of the operation of the 
township. 
“But isn't Evans speaking out 
at this time," Sokolove declared, 
“Mi behalf of the Boyer wing of 
the Republican party in an effort 
to create a partisan issue where 
no partisan issue previously exist­ 
ed." Edward B. Btoyer, a Republi­ 
can, is chairman of the county 
board of commissioners. 


What Mrs Evans fails to men­ 
tion." Sokolove continued, “is that 
I have been pressing for the 
creation of a redevelopment au­ 
thority since before any of the 
present Republican members of 
the board were in office." 
Sokolove explained that two - 
and - a - half years ago a meeting 
was held in Newtown, sponsored

Marine General Skeptical 
Red Olina Hints Possible 
Intervention In Viet Nam 


TOKYO (UPI) — Communist 
China denounced today stepped-up 
American military aid to South 
Vietnam and called it “a grave 
threat to peace in Indochina and 
Asia." 


But U.S. Marine Corps Ll. Gen. 
Alan D. Shapley, who just re­ 
tained to Tokyo from South Viet­ 
nam, said it was his personal 
opinion that it would be virtually 
impossible for Red Chilla to inter, 
vene as it did in Korea. 
Shapley said he was “quite 
sure" the Communist* will be 
rooted out of Vietnam but he 
predicted it would take several 
years. 


Shapley said the problems of 
distance, 
terrain 
and 
logistics 


were so great “I think there is 
no possibility of . . . any large- 
scale Chinese intervention."

ment," the broadcast said. 
“We believe that it is necessary 
to put an immediate end to U.S.

adventures in South Vietnam in 
order to safeguard peace in Asia.’’ 
The Communist charge of viola­ 
tions of the Geneva convention ap­ 
parently was a reference to the 
American formation of a military 
assistance command to help beat 
back Communist forces in South 
Vietnam.

CAPE CANAVERAL (CPI) — A space official aa id 
today that U.S. chances of launching astronaut John 
H. Glenn Jr. into orbit tomorrow have been cat to 50-50 
by “marginal” weather in a sea recovery area. 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
(NASA) 
reported 
“marginal 
conditions, 
fresh winds, and moderately high 
seas’’ likely in the Atlantic where 
Glenn would land if his flight 
were limited to one orbital trip 
around the earth. 
LL 
Col. 
John 
A. 
(Shorty) 
Powers, a NASA spokesman, said 
this meant the chances for a 
launch Wednesday were roughly 
50-50. 
The Alta* rocket which will 
boost Glenn and his Friendship-7 
spacecraft into orbit was re­ 
ported ready to go. The complex 
spacecraft was said to be in top 
working condition. 
So was Glenn, Powers said, but 
there were indications he was no 
more pleased than anybody else 
by the many delays which have 
pltgued his mission. Powers said 
all of the Mercury man-in-space 
astronauts are “instinctively im­ 
patient." 
But they are “accustomed to 
watting," he said, adding that 
when he saw Glenn today the 
space pilot was “smiling and an­ 
xious.’’ 
Powers said at a mid morning 
news conference that Glenn will 
carry a hand camera with him 
into space, lf he has time, on top 
of his myriad other duties, he will 
snap pictures of the capsule in­ 
terior, of himself, and of what­ 
ever 
is observable 
from 
the 
craft’s “picture window." 
The 
Weather 
Bureau 
wants 
Glenn to take pictures of cloud 
patterns from his point of van 
tage—IOO to 150 miles up—at the 
same time the recently launched 
Tiros IV weather satellite is ti* 
ing them from an altitude of 
more than 400 miles.

home" as the young Boston at­ 
torney entered a large lecture 
hall, crowds of other students 
jumped the Reds, shouted them 
down and ripped up their anti- 
American posters. 
Kennedy gave the Reds a single 
glance and then went into the 
hall, where he received a warm 
welcome and delivered a 20-min­ 
ute speech. 
In addition to placards carrying 
such slogans as “Kennedy per­ 
sona non grata," “Hands off 
Communist party in U.S.A.," and 
“Free American political prison­ 
ers," some members of the Com­ 
munist party's student division 
handed out an “Open letter to 
Edward Kennedy." 
The letter, written in Hebrew;, 
urged Kennedy “with all possi­ 
ble courtesy to go home’’ because 
“you came to tell us about the 
Peace Corps when the truth of 
the matter is that American lead-

Here there are vast sugar-cane plantations, huge 
pineapple farms and big banana and papaya 
groves in verdant valleys sandwiched between 
towering mountain ranges. 
In this tropical land, too, are the most pleasant 
and charming people on earth and I’m beginning 
to understand better how it is. that occasionally 
a Mainlander will come here for a week and wind 


up buying a home for permanent residence.

It seems nearly everybody visits Hawaii on one 
pretext or another. 
For example, I ran into TV and radio news­ 
caster John Cameron Sawyze qnd Mrs. Swayze 
at breakfast this morning and talked to them for 
a few minutes about THEIR trip around the world. 
They were just beginning their journey and 
stopped at the Royal Hawaiian for four days be­ 
fore taking off for Tokyo. 
Last night I had dinner with Bob Thomas, chief 
engineer for Henry J. Kaiser’s new city, Hawaii- 
Kai, a 12,000-home Hawaiian Levittown just get­ 
ting under way IO miles south of Waikiki. 
The city will have 65,000 people when all homes 
are built and sold for from $22,000 to $50,000. 
The elder Mr. Kaiser spends much of his time 
on the job himself, says Mr. Thomas. The town 
has become his hobby. 


Then, too, among others I met from the Main­ 
land, was Bob Jones, who helped design Bobby 
Jones’ (no relation) golf courses at Augusta and 
who is fashioning two new courses for Hawaii- 
Kai before leaving for Spain, France and Italy 
for golf course assignments. 
Curiously, “The Four Populaces,” headed by 
Kenny Martin, who play in the Surf Room here, 
spend six months of the year at the Royal Hawai­ 
ian Hotel, and the other six months at the Green­ 
brier, Slammin’ Sam Snead’s Country Club at 
White Sulphur Springs, their home, no less. 
We golfers get around. 


This wraps it up, as far as communiques from 
this traveling correspondent are concerned. 
I left New York Jan. 5 as one of a group of 
American editors on a world-wide study mission, 
with emphasis on the Far East.

“Breaking Faith” 


Evans had charged Sokolove 
with “ breaking faith with his co­ 
commissioners and with the tax 
payers” on the blighted housing 
issue. Evans several weeks ago 
had called fen* harmony on the 
reorganized township board which 
comprises five Republicans and 
five Democrats. 
Evans today said, “This is an 
issue winch should not be used for 
politics.” He pointed out that 
Bristol Township, a first class 
township with a population of over 
60,000, is the second largest in the 
state. “ Problems dealing with de­ 
pressed areas,’* he stated, “must 
be free of politics.” 
Evans declared that the Repub­ 
licans on the township board have 
been pressing for improved hous­ 
ing for approximately two years. 
“ Under the leadership of Boyer,” 
he explained, “ the county com­ 
missioners have been pressing for 
this for two years.” 
Evans said that the township 
commissioners have recently held 
two meetings on urban renewal. 
“Sokolove hasn’t seen fit to attend 
either of these meetings,” he de­ 
clared. 
The former commissioner also 
referred to Sokolove as the “com­ 
missioner from Magnolia Gar­ 
dens.” Magnolia Gardens, where 
numerous landlords have been 


cited for housing violations, is in 
Sokolove's sixth ward. 
The sub-standard housing drive 
started in m idJanuary after a 
three-year-old boy burned to death 
in a fire that swept his parents* 
wooden shanty. Subsequently, sev­ 
eral families were evicted and a 
score of landlords were put on 
notice either to make repairs or 
have their rent properties razed. 


Federal Funds 


As a result, Bucks County com­ 
missioners a week ago voted to 
set up an urban renewal authority 
development projects. The com­ 
mittee sought by Sokolove and the 
other 
Democrats 
would 
have 
brought Bristol Township into this 
program. 
Evans had charged Sokolove 
with “not hading seen fit to bring 
to the attention of the commis­ 
sioners any blight areas that 
might have been in existence.” 
To this, Sokolove retorted, "I 
took a bus trip through Magnolia 
Gardens with the commissioners 
several days before action was 
taken to improve the housing con­ 
ditions.”
